In the lapit'il of the I'lilted States 
is u liberal education. Thia la borne 
more in mind when. In tbe course 
of summer travel, one visits other 
cities, where the atmosphere la pure- 
ly local. The preeence of prominent 
and near prominent men of aatlonal 
fame, of diplomats of reputation, of 
vlsiCIng celebrities, from the fosr 
corners of the earth, and K'e a rare 
day "whose low descending sun ' 
sees no visitor of some sort within 
this city's gatea, very freqaently the 
Mat inrludee aciona of royalty, us 
well as prise fighters and bass bati 
magnates — all are given ths glail 
hand, and their prescmo tenda to 
give tUs city beautiful a distinct 
attractlvsasss that even the most 
eosiaopolltan of other American 
eltloa lack, and the lazy lelsaro of a 
BOB'btUlaees city Impresses rlsltora 
with ths alluring charm alo a s pos- 
eeeeed by Washington ot all AsMrl- 
can ciUee — not to mention the at- 
tractions of Its grand and macnifl- 
cent public bnlldlags, with their 
beautlttil setting ot eirslsa and 
pnrkks. 

Since tho Tnlted States has come 
to the fore aa a world imwer, and 
the oilier iiiitions of the earth hMl 
their eye^ op. tied to that fact by tho 
Spanish-. Vnu rli an war. the national 
capital Is no longer considered, aa lo 
years gone by. an umleHirable post 
from a diplomatic point of view, and 
young secretariea no longer acorn it 
as a poor placu for advancement, 
aad there's always the chance ot 
their meeting an American halresa 
wlillBg to reetore their liupoverlahed 
'fortaaea." But there Is nothing 
doing aoclslly yet in the capital, with 
the president gone a vlsitiag "out.
